Such action not 
only might add enormously to the cost of 
the Marshall plan bat also prove to be the 
final stroke that divides Europe, 

Whatever the decision on continuing pos- 
sibly dangerous experts to Russia, It will not 
he Boay. There are risks Involved either way. 
It Is of great Importance that they be. weighed 
carefully. And It Is certainly equally Im- 
portant that both congress and the odmln- 
stration. In weighing them, avoid the grow- 
ing danger, of making this question still an- 
other issueyof domestic politics. 




HOPE FOR THE DPS 
The plight of Europe's displaced persons 
liaa at last attracted the attention of some 
Americans who are In a position to help re- 
lieve it. Two influential Republican senators, 
Mr. Taft of Ohio and Mr. Smith of New Jer- 
sey, -have urged that the government take 
Immediate steps to admit Its share of the 
homeless unfortunates.' And farm groups 
In the middle west have begun surveys to 
see what homes and jobs might be available 
for them. 

We don't know why the sudden flurry of 
Interest. The essential facts of the displaced 
persons problem have not changed in a year 
or more. Maybe it Is Just coincidence. Or 
perhaps the practical as well as humanitarian 
aspects of the problem are only now becoming 
apparent But whatever the reason, the in- 
terest Is encouraging. 

Senator Smith, recently returned from a 
trip to Europe, thinks that this country 
should admit a reasonable number of dis- 
placed Europeans Immediately, outside the 
Immigration system. Senator Taft, who also 
cOUs for Immediate action, would admit 
America's share under quotas now unfilled 
because of the wartime halt of immigration. 

There are about 800,000 persons, Mr. Smith 
explains, who cannot be resettled. These 
are the last remnants of the 8,000,000 uproot- 
ed by the European war, Driven from coun- 
. tries now dominated by communists, the 
' 800,000 will not go back home for fear of 
persecution. 
Almost all of them are In the American, 
' British and French tones of Oermany— about 
530,000 In the American zone alone. They 
cannot be left there because; as Mr. Smith 
Ba;s,\"the German economy 'cannot support 
them and. of coune, the United States army 
cannot support them Indefinitely.'* ' 

All this has been argued before. But now, 
all of a sudden, the arguments ate being 
listened to*. , One reason for the middle west's 
interest undoubtedly Is the serious decline In 
our , fazp,ip^ntlatlon.

Here Is the treasury's deUlled explanaUon: 

PEACncE— "In the last few yearx, aome tax- 
exempt, charitable, edueaUonal and otbA- organlxa- 
Uons have acquired business property with lltUe or no 
Initial Investment of their own, which they have simul- 
taneously leased bock to the seller. The taxable busi- 
nesses from which the properties have been purchasd 
have frequently been large department htores. 

"In most cases there has been no business connec- 
tion between the tax-exempt organization and the 
selling company. In some Instances a similar arrange- 
ment haa been mads with financial InstltuUons, such 
as Insurance companies, which are subject to a lower 
elfectlTB rate of tax than ordinary tauslneis institu- 
tions. 

The practice usually followed Is for the dopartment 
atore to sell its land and buildings to a tax-exempt or- 
lanlsaUon, Uklng a long-term lease with renewal op- 
tions. Uoit of the purchase funds, and in some cases 
all of the purchase money, are usually borrowed by the 
tax-exempt organisation to buy the property, end the 
loan Is repaid out of tho earnings of the lease. 

ADVANTAGE— "Presumably, there ean be substan- 
tial advantage to both the taxable and the tax-exempt 
organisation from such a transaction. 

"By selling to sn orgonUaUon which does not pay 
Income taxes, the former may obtain a hlghsr salrs 
price for the. properly, or a lease at lower rcnWl than 
would bo psld for a comparable building owned by a 
profit-making coocsrn, since tho entire rental proceeds 
are ordinarily available for tho tax^iexempt Institution 
to amortise Its Investment. 

"In some instances the selling taxpayer may also be 
seeking the benefit of a loss deduction on the sale of 
tho property, which may offset taxable proflla. 

CAPITAI^-^orcoyer, payments received from the 
sale of property Increases the seller's working capital. 
Another odvanUge may Us In the fact that the seller 
has no heavy Investment In physical properly, but Is 
secured through a long-term lease, with opUonal re- 
newal rlghU, of a place to conduct his business. 

"The tax-exempt organisation may also expect to 
gain from such a transacUon, since It Is often enabled 
to obtain at small or no cost to Itself, a valuable pleca 
of properly, which, when the necessary loan has been 
amortltod, might be highly lucrative. 

"m seme cases no risk to it Is Involved, since a sub- 
sidiary organisation with lltUo or no assets may be 
set up to handle the transaction. 

HEAKINGS— "niese pracUccs have been a factor In 
foeusslng attention upon tax-eXempt organisations. 

"The ways and means committee of the house Is now 
engaged In public hearings relative to the whole field 
of tax exemptions. The treasury department Is also 
engaged In a study of this field, with a view to deter- 
mining whether legislative corrections may be nec- 
essary and desirable. 

"The results of this study will be made public as 
soon ai It is completed."

SCII0LAB3UIP EXCHANGE IGNORED

The number of foreign students who came to the 
United States this year has dropped off by 40 per cent.

It would 
be possible to assign workers to es- 
sential Industry, this Is Impossible 
In our society or In any society that 
has for so long had a tnuUUon of 
free choice. 

Is the choice today between regi- 
mentation and a runaway InflaUon 
which wUl end In a bustT No one 
would voluntarily choose' either 
course for they both threaten the 
destruction of a fTce society. 

Even Uiough It may be the rank- 
est kind of wishful thlnglng. I 
keep coming back to the hope that 
somehow an agreed solution must be 
found— that Is to say, a minimum of 
regulation wjll be accepted by all 
as the only way to get through the 
next la to IS montha of scarcity. 

In spile of the bitter batUea of 
the past. In spite of the Taf t-HarU 
ley act, the working relationship 
between labor and management 
seems fairly healthy. Each talks 
about how good the other side la 
having It In the boom, but that Is 
natural and It does not prevent the 
settlement of practical differences. 

But the hope of an agreed settle- 
ment comes up against the harsh 
fact of timing. We are approaching 
one of our quadrennial presidential 
contests. The two parties seem likely 
to make these mstten of price and 
supply the battleground of the cam- 
paign, and that seems to leave little 
room for any kind of reasonable 
agreement.

What la the purpose of all' this pldtetlny 
against our places of buslneas by the Meat 
Cutters Union of the American Federation of 
Labor? 

We have our own ideas and we would hlce to 
submit them to the people of Twin Falls and 
vicinity for their serious consideration. 

First of all, let's have It definitely under- 
stood that wages and hours are not an Issue In 
this attack which the Meat Cutters are maklnff 
upon us. We stand ready to sign a contract 
covering these phases of a working agreement, 
but It goes against our principle to accept a 
"closed shop" provision which the union in- 
sists It must have before entering Into any 
agreement 

A closed shop simply means that no one 
could work in our meat departments who was 
not a member of the union. In fairness to 
those of our employes who are not interested 
in union membership we have told the Meat 
Cutters we could not accept the provision over 
which they are raising an issue. 

Judging from all this, the union's chief ob- 
jective Is to "organize" Twin Falls. It stands to 
reason that the Meat Cutters wouldn't go to 
all this length simply to win a victory over us 
with our small handful of meat department 
employes. 

We have probably been singled out because 
wc are small, in the union's belief that its 
strike would be more likely of success against 
us and could thus be used as a- more effective 
example in its pkuis for further organization. 

We could have closed our cycS to the prin- ' 
ciplc of the thing, let some of our employes 
down, and folded up long b^ore now If we 
were interested only In an easy way out, but 
we bfllleve the people of this vicinity will agree 
that there's too much involved for real Ameri- 
canism to take such a beating.
